It was a busy week in the Village 
of Walloon last week, as township and 
post office officials, along with con- 
cerned residents, scurried to secure a 
new location for the Walloon Lake 
Post Office. After failed negotiations 
with longtime. landlords at Haas Man- 
agement (who owns the downtown 
location the post office has called 
home for several years) the post of- 
fice found itself facing an expired 
lease, effective Jan. 29 with no possi- 
bility for renewal and nowhere to go. 
The most viable option, at that point, 
was to transfer service to the Boyne 
City Post Office indefinitely, leaving 
Walloon Lake residents with the task 
of driving to Boyne City to retrieve 
their mail each day. 

Those residents, howevdl, decided 
that wasn’t going to happen. And 
what's more, they did something 
about it. 

As soon as residents became aware 
of the dilemma, they began to voice 
their support for keeping the post of- 
fice located in the village, and in re- 
sponse, Melrose Township Supervi- 
sor Michael Webster called a special 
meeting on Thursday, Jan. 24, to dis-

The following construction update ts provided by The 
Christman Company and the Boyne City Board of Edu- 
cation. 

In the past two weeks the crews have been working on 
some of the finishing touches on the classroom wing. The 
installation of the visual display boards has begun, as well 
as the technology cabling in the wing. The installation of 
the hard-tile floors in the restrooms of the classroom wing 
is taking place. The roof drains in the commons area is 
underway, as well as the piping of water and gas in the 
vocational wing.

cuss the issue with the hope of find- 
ing at least atemporary solution. At- 
tended by post office officials as well 
as township officials and residents, 
the meeting, by all accounts, was a 
rousing success. 

“Tt was incredible,” said Webster. 
‘We had about 50 people at the meet- 
ing.” Residents attending were not 
there just to show their support, but 
also to help find a solution. ‘There 
were about 14 spots we were looking 
at,” said local resident Bunny 
Marquardt, but it wasn’t until the last 
minute that fire chief Dennis Howard 
piped up with the possibility of locat- 
ing the post office in a portion of the 
fire hall. “He’s the one that actually 
said, ‘what about this?’” said Webster.

As it turned out, they 
decided they could. 

It was determined that the location 


met the criteria of post office officials, 
and so, on Thursday night, the deci- 
sion was made. By Friday morning, 
volunteers were meeting to work out 
the details, and by Monday, were hard 
at work at the fire hall to make the 
necessary renovations to make the fire 
hall space more appropriate for mail 
service. According to Walloon Lake 
postmaster Terry Gaither, the post of- 
fice planned to close at its current lo- 
cation at the close of business on Jan. 
29, and reopen at the fire hall on 
Wednesday morning.

IN RESPONSE TO A TROUBLING FERAL CAT SITUATION, Boyne City’s Pat BROWN 
URGES AREA RESIDENTS TO HELP KEEP THEIR FELINE FRIENDS

There have been many cats in the lives of Pat Brown and Todd Sorenson 
of Boyne City, and there’s a story for each and every one of them. 

Susie Q, for instance, who at first was only comfortable curled up ina 
crate in the bathroom. And then Spirit, who lost a limb due to frost bite 
and eventually learned to compensate so well that he could leap to a 
countertop from a standing position. Sugar, who readily approaches visi- 
tors for a prolonged scratch behind the ears, was discovered in a paper 
sack in the woods with two siblings and an empty six-pack. Keiko came 
from a feral litter and had lost two siblings to chicken hawks. Paddles ts 
a lovable scamp with extra toes on his front feet, probably due to feral 
inbreeding. Fox was found living in the woodpile, suffering from nutri- 
tional blindness caused by eating only dog food. And the list goes on. 

Some of the felines have become permanent residents at the Boyne City 
couple's home on Deer Lake. but most have simply been temporary charges, 
part of Brown and Sorenson's ongoing effort to socialize, and therefore 
eradicate, colonies of feral cats from all over northern Michigan. 

The problem, according to Brown, is bigger than most people realize. 

Many of the “‘stray”’ cats folks see around the area and might assume to 
be “runaways” or someone's pet, are actually ferals, or cats that are living 
wild. The fact that they're living wild doesn't mean, by any stretch of the 
imagination, that they‘re okay. “They're not wild animals,” said Brown. 
“They're domestic animals that have turned to wild. They don’t have the 
cunning or necessary skills [to be truly wild|.” Even a second generation 
féral, that is, a cat that has been born in the wild to feral parents, is still not 
a wild animal. 

Ferals, in essence, have been abandoned by the humans who brought 
them here to begin with. And it’s conscientious folks like Brown and 
Sorenson, then, who take on the burden of cleaning up the mess irrespon- 
sible pet owners have created. 

For Brown, the mission is nothing new. Raised with dogs, she worked 
as a veterinarian’s assistant at 17 and worked with her first feral cat 30 
years ago. It was in 1990, though, that she began the work that she and 
Sorenson have undertaken in the Boyne City area, after moving out of 
town to a cottage on Deer Lake, during the construction of their current 
home. 

At the cottage, Brown and Sorenson quickly discovered that their neigh- 
bors were not just of the human kind; a colony of feral cats had settled into 
the area. “Every now and then [one of the couple's cats] would go out, 
and then we'd hear them scream and they’d come running back. Eventus 
ally, they'd get cysts because they were being bit by the feral cat next 
door.” But rather than blaming the feral cats for their very natural behav- 
ior, Brown decided to do something about the situation. And thus began a 
journey of more than a decade, capturing, caring for, and socializing ferals, 
in preparation for adoption to good homes. 

Working through area shelters and agencies, which do not generally 
accept feral cats or kittens, Brown and Sorenson have adopted out a slew 
of feral kittens, cleaning out the colony in their own area and eventually 
taking on the task of socializing kittens and young cats from other colo- 
nies all over the area. Adult cats, who are beyond socializing by humans, 
are captured, spayed or neutered, and released. 

It’s the subject of spaying and neutering, in fact, that has Brown the

most frustrated. “People have unneutered males, and let the cats stray, 
because they won't have to deal with a litter,” Brown said. But, some- 
where, there’s an equal number of unspayed female cats giving birth to 
these litters, with disastrous results. “If you could have a family tree on 
each feral cat, you would be able to trace [each cat] back to an abandoned 
or stray pet that wasn’t spayed or neutered,’ Brown said. Some pet own- 
ers, she said, justify not spaying or neutering a pet because they want to 
teach their children the responsibility of caring for the animals or given 
their children a chance to experience a live birth. The reality of leaving 
pets unspayed or neutered, though, is quite to the contrary. “One of the 
most responsible things people can do in caring for u pet is spay or neu- 
er,” Brown maintains. 

Barn cats, prevalent in rural northern Michigan areas, are not exempt, as 
their breeding also contributes to the problem. 

One of Brown's wishes is that area vets would volunteer time and re- 
sources to hold spay and neutering clinics at least every six months. Vet- 
erinarians, she said, “have a stake in the community. They're paid by the 
people in the community. I think vets need to take the tme [to volun- 
teer]."" The measure, she believes, could solve a big part of the problem. 

Disease, too, can be a problem with cat populations left to take care of 
themselves, and in fact. Brown feels that no cat should be allowed out- 
doors due to the risks involved. “They're susceptible to cars, get chased 
by dogs, coyotes. Nothing good comes to cats outside,” she said. “Its up 
to people to protect their animals.” 

Since many don’t, people like Brown and Sorenson have made nearly a 
second career out of protecting the animals left behind, though theyre 
certainly not making any money from it. In fact, Brown said, they esti- 
mate that they spénd about $1,000 of their own money each year on food, 
litter, and medication for these animals, anyone who has brought a feral 
cat to the couple is required to foot the bill for the animal's care. 

And it can be expensive, they admit, to take a feral kitten through the 
process. After capturing the animal, often by use of a live squirrel trap, the 
first step is always to segregate it from other animals and immediately 
have it tested and vaccinated; all the animals taken in are spayed or neu- 
tered as soon as possible. 

The cats are then left to themselves in a small room for about 24 hours 
wo get acclimated, after which period Brown turns on a T'V, which helps 
the animals get used not only to human noises but common household 
noises to which they've probably never been expased. Slowly, through 
specific, calculated introductions, the cats are socialized into a home envi- 
ronment. String and feather toys are introduced to utilize a cat’s natural 
curiosity and playfulness to get accustomed to human contact. Treat and 
feeding routines are established, and most take to a litter box with little 
difficulty. 

Once socialization has been completed, with time frames as varied as 
the animals taken in, adoptions are arranged through various agencies, 
including area humane societies, and PetSmart in Traverse City, which 
has an ongoing program in which they display animals ready for adoption 
from shelters. 

While misconceptions about ferals abound, Brown and Sorenson have 
consistently found, time and time again, that with the proper time and 
skill, most of the kittens and young cats found can be rehabilitated. “They 
used to say if [the cat] is over six weeks old, you cannot tame it,” Sorenson 
said. “That’s not true.” Adds Brown, “It just takes longer. It 
depends on how much you care and want to take care of the 
animal.” Currently, Brown and Soreson have all the animals 
they can accommodate, but encourage others to take action if 
they know of a feral cat or feral colony. ‘Call the local shelter 
to find out what to do,” Brown said, adding that if you’ve found 
a liter of kittens, taking action immediately is key. “You don’t 
want to wait until the snow comes,” she said. ‘You need to take 
care of the problem.” The younger the feral kittens are when 
they are brought into a home the sooner socialization will be 
possible. The task requires a great deal of commitment, Sorenson 
advises, and cannot be taken lightly. If one is to the point that 
they really want to try and take on the responsibility, Brown 
said, “I-do recommend they try, but take the right steps first.” 
Getting information is paramount, and Sorenson recommends 


tens, he adds, can be socialized, but adult feral cats are simply 
too old to learn a new way of life. The wild, he said, is, unfortu- 
nately, “the only environment they know.” Trapping and neu- 
tering or spaying is encouraged, releasing the animal after. Any- 
one thinking of feeding a feral colony should never, ever feed 
‘them dog food or table scraps; to do so, Sorenson said, will only 
cause a host of health problems including nutritional blindness 
andeven death from Trabiieition: “They need a good balanced 
cat food.” . 

Ultimately, though, Brown and Sorenson both would like to 
see the problem | become a thing of the past. In the meantime, 
they will continue their work, and encourage others to volunteer 
at shelters, and, above all, spay or neuter their own pets. “If 

~ you're not part of the solution,” Brown said simply. “You're 
part of the problem.” 


EJ schools in ‘good 
shape’ financially 


At last week’s regular meeting, ihe 
East Jordan Board of Education re- 
viewed and approved amendment rec- 
ommendations for the 2001-02 Gen- 
eral Fund Budget. 

Revenues went from $9,313,183 in 
the projected budget to $9,689, 219 in 
the amended budget, an increase of 
four percent. Expenditures also in- 
creased, from $9,230,575 projected to 
$9,606,118 amended. ~ 

With the amendments, fund bal- 
ance projections put the General Fund 
balance at the end of the fiscal year 
in June of 2002 at $1,001,362, up 
$83,101 from the June 2001 end bal- 
ance of $918,261. 

East Jordan School superintendent 
Chip Hansen was pleased with the 


, budget as amended, indicating the dis- 


trict is in “good shape” financially. 

Hansen also reported that, due to 
revenue shortfalls at the state level, it 
is becoming increasingly likely that 
the 2002-03 State Aid Act will not in- 
clude any additional revenues for 
schools. 

“We can be thankful that we’re fi- 


nancially healthy now,” Hansen said. 
“Qur current level of health will help 
us out a lot if the state reduces fund- 
ing next year.” The district's advan- 
tage continues, Hansen said later, to 
be the fact that “we're a growing dis- 
trict.” 

The district has, in recent years, 
“prepared for the day that the state 
didn’t keep a promise. I'm confident 
we’ll weather the [state aid] storm fi- 
nancially for 2002-03 and hope for 
better news in 2003-04.” 

In other business, the board heard 
an informative presentation from sec- 
ond grade teacher Bruce Harger, 
middle school math/technology fac- 
ulty member Linda Noll, and direc- 
tor of curriculum Teresa Hart, on the 
capabilities of the upgraded version 
of the district’s integrated learning 
system (ILS) software. 

Also, the board appointed Jeff 
Komondy to the seventh grade math- 
ematics faculty position at the middle 
school, and appointed Traci Zipp to a 
bus driver position in the transporta- 
tion department.

BED AND BREAKFAST FACILITIES 


Articte IH 
Definitions 
3.2 Definitions 
The definition of “Bed and Breakfast Establishment” is eliminated. 
The following is added following “Basement”: 
Bed and Breakfast Facility 
Any single family dwelling used or designed in such a manner that certain 
rooms in excess of those used by the family are rented to the transient 
public for compensation. 
Article iV 
General Provisions 
The following is added in its appropriate numerical order: 
4.33 Bed and Breakfast Facility 

While this subsection is established to enable single family dwelling 
units to be used as Bed and Breakfast facitities, it is the intent of this Zon- 
ing Ordinance to preserve the residential character of the district in which 
the operation is located. A Bed and Breakfast facility is a subordinate use 
to a single-family dwelling unit and is subject to the standards of Article Xill 
- Special Uses and the following conditions: 

1. Bed and Breakfast facilities are permitted as a Special Use in all 
Zoning Districts of the Township except the Commercial Zoning District. 

2. A Bed and Breakfast facility shall have the owner/innkeeper live on 
the premises when the operation is active. 

3. The Planning Commission shall limit the number of rooms available 
for guest steeping rooms as it shall deem appropriate and reasonable after 
considering the requirements of Section 4.33 and Article Xill. In no case 
shall the number of sleeping rooms exceed ten (10), including sleeping 
rooms occupied by the owner/innkeeper. 

4. Guests shall have access to lavatory and bathing facilities meeting 
public health standards. 

5. The operation shall not require alteration of or construction to the 
Structure not customarily found in residential dwellings. 

6. The structure must maintain the appearance of a single family resi- 
dence, except for one (1) sign not exceeding twelve (12) square feet in 
area, to indicate that the structure is being utilized as a Bed and Breakfast 
facility. The sign shall be in conformance with the requirements of the Bay 
Township Zoning Ordinance and shall be appropriate to a residential area. 

7. Meals may be served only to overnight guests, and in accordance 
with public health regulations regarding Bed and Breakfast facilities.
